Memorandum by the Secretary :—In sub- 
mitting the attached letter, copy of which 
is in cireulation, to members, togethor with 
a copy of this minute: I desire to invite 
attention to tho following points and to 
suggest that they bo Isid before the Acting 
Attorney Goneral for his consideration and 
cpiniun thereon before the notice which 
has been served is discharged as at present 
advised by him :— . 

1. That a complaint has beon received 
that the Fish Dealera referred to in tho 
lettor ot times create a pronounced amoll 
nuisance which is in the opinion of the 
Colonial Surgeon and tho Superintendent 
of the Civil Hospital iojurious to the health 
of the reaiJents in the Hoepital. That this 
smell nuisance ariscs from the cleaning and 
drying of fish on their premieea in Salt 
Fish Lano when the fish ia in an offensive 
and decaying condition, 

2. That Section 18 of the Health Ordin- 
ance lays down that when tho Board re- 
eeives dwy information respecting the 
existence of a ntiaance, the Board shall, 
if satisfied of the oxistenca of the nuisance, 
nerve a notice requiting the abatement of 
anch neisanes by doing such things as may be 
necessary for that purpose. Ths Ordinance 
in this reapact isnot parinfestez, it in com- 
pulsory. : 

8, lf the Buard is satisfied that the nuis- 
ance does. at times exist and is liable to 
recur, then the notice will have, I think, 
to be allowed to stand with such modifica- 
tions ag tha circumstances of the case as 
now presented demands, It might possibly 
meat the legal difficulty raised if the word- 
ing of the notice ag regards tho action which 
is to bo taken to abate tho nuisanco and 
provent its recurrence was amended as 
follows, viz:—lLustead of the words 'to 
ceaso handling and drying fish in or in pra. 
ximity to the above mentioned premises when 
the ish is in a docaying and offensive condi- 
tion,’ sabstitutethe words ‘ tocleanse and dry 
your deh elsewhere than in or in proximity 
to the abavo mentioned premises when the 
fish ia in a decaying and offensive condi- 
tion.’ In both cases, the actual action will 
be tha same, only in one cige tho wording 
is to conse doing that which gives rise to 
the nuisance ab the pluce specified in the 
notice, and tho other is, to do what is 
giving rise to the nuisance elsewhere than 
where it is now boing done.
